It has been falsely reported that the chicken 
salad was boiled In a brass kettle, and that it 
was seasoned In the kettle and allowed to 
stand In the kettle. That Is a false statement, 
which Mr. Glasgow's family wish to have cor- 
rected by letting the people know the truth. 
The salad consisted of eight or ten chickens. 
All of. them were cooked In Iton kettles ex- 
cept one—that one was put In the brass kettle 
with salt and plenty of water. Nothing else 
was In the brass kettle. When It wae cooked 
It was taken out of the kettles, placed In live 
crooks, seasoned with vinegar and popper, 
but no celery, and pressed and kept In the 
crocks nntll the time it was used, when It was 
seasoned. On Tuesday be'ore the wedding all 
of the family ate of tho same salad, but it dkl 
not make them sick; but they were all sick 
on Wednesday evening at the time the others 
wore sick. Some of the persons who did not 
oat any salad were as sick aa those who did 
eat of it; and some (or all) that did not drink 
any water were not slok at all. There were 
two persons, who were not Invited, seen 
around the houae at the time the friends were 
assembled In the parlor to seo the couple mar- 
ried. It has also been learned that just the 
moment several persons drank water from 
theolstern It made them sick.

Ocettu travel is rapidly changing, and tho 


steamboat is improving' as fast oathie.railroad 
trtiin. 
The first ocean steamer .wjaa built 


nQar New York iu 1819, and she made a trir 
across tlio Atlantic; oho year 'later. 'Who was 
nimod the Savannah; she was of 380 tons 
bjrdon, and when she came, into Liverpool, 
after a passage of twenty-five days, sho was 
tile wonder of all the world. 
The big ocean 


steamship of to-day is of from 4,000 to 8,000 
tons, and sho makes hor passage from New 
York to (Jueenstown. in ^rom six days and a. 
fu\v hours to twelve or thirteen daya. Qome 
shipowners now assert that tho passage 
uojross tho Atlantic will soon be made in foirr 
days, and the engineer of this vessel tells me 
tliit fast ocean travel is fully as safe, though 
mpro expensive, than slow travel.; The coal 
consumed by the seven days' steamers is 
ncjarly three times as much as that consumed 
b^ the ten days' steamers, and fuel is one of 
the largest items in the cost of steamship 
travel- Homo of tho fast Cunard steamers 
burn 3-K) tons of coal a day, whereas the City, 
of Richmond, of about the same size, but a 
tun days' steamer, requires only from 100 to 
110 tons per day. It costs about $5 a ton 
to buy this coiil and put it in the furnaces of 
the ship's eugiues, so that tho difference be- 
twoou tho suvon,days' and ten days' steamers 
in- tho cost of coal alone ia over 81,000 pe^i 
day. 


C'un you appreciate how much 300 tons bf 


coal a day means I Fifteen tons of coal Is a 
yearly allowance for a small family in an 
eight-room house. The daily consumption,of 
the Etruriu. would keep twenty such families 
for a year and the 1,300 tons which this ship 
carries ou each trip, would moro than supply 
a village of eighty families for that time. 
Tho coal used here Is slack. It is stored in 
great vaults and fifty-four men tire i-equirod 
to but it in tiio f urnaces. Tho sbip has twenty- 
Boyeu f uniaces, each of which is aa bjg arouud; 
osj a ton of ,hay on tho farmer's wagon and 
adout twice as long. They are away- down in 
the bottom of tho ship, and 113 I crept in and 
out among them yesterday, by the aid of the 
chief engineer and hid lantern, aud saw tho 
blaze of their entrances, folt the consuming 
heat of their surroundings and talked-with 
thp sweuty, sooty men who were ikupt at 
tht'in all day shoveling coal, Dante's Inferno 
did not seem very far off and Hades was per- 
uohifled before me. 


U'lio faster steamers have 100 men to attend 


to1 their fnrnaoos. 
They must bo kept going 


night wid day and the labor is very hard. 
Tlie furnaces aro so hot that tho men must 
ilrjnk great quantities of water, and here 
they mix tlie water with oatmeal aud each 
man consumes gallons daily. This is neces- 


,ry to keep up the perspiration. 
Iu such a 


hutat if a man gauuot sweat bo will die. 


ffuiB immense coat oi coal in tUo great 


ocean steamers has given rise to a class of 
cheaper steamers, which Mr. Shanglour, a 
leading cotton shipper of Georgia, tells mo 
ai-e knov.'u us the "tramps of tho sea." 
They 


are cutting tho life out of the carrying trade 
of the more expensive lines, aud have made 
fi-eight rates materially lower. Theso boats 
are iron shells with just enough machinery 
and furnishing to run them. They do not 
curry passengers, und they can get along on 
iibout twenty tons of coal a day. They have 
i-itiws of from twelve to twenty hands to run 
UfL'in, aud they will go anywuera to get a 
i-m-gu, and will carry it any place if paid (or 
it. It used tu bo that cotton shipped to Kng- 
iunil had to lw arranged for as to carriage long 
beforehand. 
Now the ocean steamers v 


take it ut any time. If they do not the ship- 
per has only to telegraph for ono^of those sea 
tram[tt, aud he will come and take it for him 
ut us low a rate and under as good insurance 


IUH the great lines. 
These sea tramps don't 


care where they go so they have a cargo. 
To-day they may land at Liverpool with a 
ship loud of cotton and wheat, and next week 
l» sailing out from England with supplies for 
the Congo valley. They are owned, I am told, 
by res[xjnslblo parties, and can make money 
on freight rates which would ruin tho Cunard, 
the iuuiuii or thu White Star 


Freight rates are now very low, aud few ol 


tbe big steamships lines are making money. 
Cotton is taken to Europe for a littlo ovor $3 
a'-bale or less thau one cent a pound, and the 
freight of bacon is not much over $3 a ton. 
Tjiis ship carries great quantities of fresh 
meat and cheese, and it has refrigerators 
which will carry 400 tons or 800,000 pounds of 
fresh meat. This is almost entirely of beef. 
The cattle aro killed and dressed in New York 
the night before tho steamer leaves, and tbe 
meat is sewed up in cloths and hung up in 
the refrigerators. 
Engines keen a draft of air 


rushing through the meat during the wholi 
ten days' passuge, and when it is landed at 
Liverpool it is in better condition than wherj 
it started. 


Ono of tho greatest receipts of these big 


steamship lines comes from their steeragg 
passengers, or the emigrants. This ship can 
c?arry over 1,000 steerage passengers, and i 
tccomrnodatea them very well, putting men

Ten years ago a ten days' pas- 
sago froiii Now York'fbLIvorpaiol was looked 
upon as very fast traveling, and when in 
1882 the Alaska, left Europe. on one Sunday 
morning and landed hor passengers in Ca*tlo 
Gordon on the next Sunday it was a nine 
diys' wonder. Stil} in 1BB1 tbe Arizona nuide 
ibjirtecn successive trips, each of which was 
under eight days, arid there aro now eight 
sh'ips which have made the passage ono or 
more times in less than seven days. ; These 
are the Oregon, six days nine hours; tbo 
Alaska, six days sixteen hours; the America, 
sii days fifteen hours; the Umbria, six days 
uteen bom's; the Servia, six days twenty-

ago we bad A tonnage five times as large as 
jl^rmany.ftnd twice as large as France; to-day 
Germany has a larger steam tonnage thaii tho 
Unit»d States, and France has two-fifths 
more vessels than we have. 
The steam 


merchant service of Great Britain, France, 
Sbrway and Sweden, Italy, Spain, Holland 
and Russia has increased at the rate of from 
2£E per cent, in the case of France, to U40 per 
cent,|uvthe case ot, Norway and Sweden iu 
thie la^ decade. The,United States alone re- 
mains stationary, and all the world seems to 
bejesding off of her. 


The passenger travel across the Atlantic is 


a (mall item in the economy of ocean traffic, 
but ot the 50,000 Americans whom, the purser 
of this ship estimates, go across tbe water in 
ttie first cabuj every year, 99-100 travel in 
foreign ships and they pay at least $5,000,000 
for their round trip tickets. 
Estimating that 


each spends $400 in Europe, they takeout of 
the United States $25,000,000 every year. 


John Bull understands pretty well how to 


get his fingers, into,Uncle Sum's pockets, and 
it is curious to note,, the catch-penny ways in 
which he does so. 
Tbo great railroads of 


England publish ports of their guides es- 
pecially for the Americans, and in the cabin 
and smoking room of every ocean steamer 
you will ibid a bushel or so of their guides, 
each of which will teach you how to get rid 
of your dollars to the best advantage. "You 
will see that the roads have trains labeled the 
American expresses, and some go even so far 


to label their engines after our presidents. 


Ono engine is put down as named after "Presi- 
dent Washington," another "President Lin- 
coln,'-' and a third "President Garlield." 


Tbe hotels in Liverpool advertise that they 


pay "special attention to tho wants of Ameri- 
can ladies," and tho railroads running from 
Liverpool to London will make up bpocial 
trains to take fifty Americans there imme- 
diately on tho arrival of tho steamer, if they 
will pay first-class fares. 
Pullman cars aro 


attached to these trains, and I see that ono 
ino mentions as one of its advantages that it 
passes through the town where George Wash- 
ington's ancestors lived. 


The English railways advertise better than 


the American, and they give a greater 
amount of information and greater induce- 
ments to travelers. 
Each of the great roads 


manages tho express business of its line, as 
the Baltimore and Ohio does in tho United 
States. It has its own hotels at tho larger 
stations, and in most cases has omnibus and 
carriage lines in its larger towns. It puts 
down in its guidebook of time tables tho 
prices for every station, first, second and 
third-class, and also the return fares, and 
gives its rates for carrying freight and ex- 
press matter. 


A number of these big railway guides lie 


before me as I write, and tho book of each 
road is as big as our travelers' olllcial rail- 
way guide and about twice tho size of tho 
yellow guide to American railways, known 
as Band & McNally's, or as thick as two cop- 
ies of Harpers' Magazine and about the same 
size pages. In them, buying tickets is called 
booking, baggage is knowu as luggage, bag- 
gage car as hjggage van, and car as car- 
riage. They are full of strange things to the 
American traveler. 
Special rates are made 


tt) parties of two, better rates for parties of 
three, and half rates in some coses to parties 
of thirty. 
There are scores of advertisements 


of return tickets, season tickets and circular 
tours at ralueed rates, and tho season tickets 
cost more when they are good for six months 
than for three. Here on ono railroad I see 
that medical students, scholars, teachers, ap- 
prentices and articled clerks under 19 are 
carried at half rates if they have papers 
with them-showing that they are bona fide 
epiployes or teachers. 


The railway laws of England seem to be al 


made in favor of the railroads. I am told 
that parliament has passed 4,000 separate acts 
relating to her railways, and that they are as 
greit and as dangerous monopolies in Great 
Britain as in AmeriiML There is thirty-ftve 
b'undred millions of dollars of capital invcitec 
in them, and they carry a number of passen- 
gers every year equal to ten times the entire 
population ot the United States, They feave

ying buforu mo. Here is a hotel in Dublin, 
'or instance, which charges, translating the 
Shglish money into American, for room for 
one pei-son, 50 cents per night; for two por- 
sdns, Ci! cents per night, and if two different 
beds are used in the room for two persons, 
about 75 cents per night. It charges 12 cents 
for a bath if it is taken cold, and a4 cents if 
lOt. It charges two or throe pennies moro 
'or attendance if you remain in your room 
all day, and if you don't toko ft room it will 
add ti cents for service at each meal.
